PARIS, April 22—Caillaux has 
his vote of confidence from the 
Chamber of Deputies. Last mid- 
night, after a nine-hour dehate 
that turned almost exclusively 
around Caillaux, the new Painlevoe 
Government was given a majority 
of 84. The vote was 394 to 218. 

From 3:00 o'clock in the after- 
noon until midnight the new Gov- 
ernment was under fire, Calllaux 
sitting through the constant in- 
sult poured on hin from tribune 
and benches. When finally he 
made a brief declaration on finan- 
cial policy, after having been 
called  ‘“‘defeatest,” ‘“‘traitor’’ and 
“associate of thieves,” the only evi-

| Painleve Calmed Caillaux. 
Painleve sat in the ministrial 
‘bench between Caillaux and Br'i- 
| and, symbolic of the united force 
in the Cabinet, Repeatedly during

‘“Calllaux wanted us to make a 
big interrial loan right after the 
battle of the Marne,” the Premier 
declared, “and if we had done #0 
we would not today be in our pres- 
ent financial embarrassment.” 

Accuses Caftlaux of Treason. 

Blaisot, who then took up the
